Patriotism is defined as the love of one’s 
own country. ft is snalyzed into a projec- 
tion on a wider scale of that egotism, which 
makes self-preservation the frat law of 
nature, and which impela tho bear to de- 
fend her cubs, and the man his fomily. 
Tho nation is but the clan magnifed 
many diameters. Love of country ia thus 
self-love in aatate of advanced evolution, 
and the more complex the society the more 
does the ‘ Bias of Patriotism’ affact the 
sentimenta and the acts of its individual 
mombers. : 
_, Chinese ‘political society ‘ig highly-or-
